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FOREIGN  WHEAT  PROSPECTS 

^Unfavorable  weather  conditions  during  June  have  caused  deteriora- 
tion of  the  wheat  crop  in  several  of  the  important  European  wheat  produc- 
ing countries,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner" L.  V. 
Steere  at  Berlin.    Members  of  the  grain  trade  in  France  whose  estimates 
are  considered  to  be  reliable  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  crop  in  that 
country  will  oe  only  medium  even  with  favorable  weather  from  now  until 
harvest,  while  reports  i.i  the  agricultural  papers  of  France  are  even  more 
pessimistic.    The  outlook  in  r.c.ly  is  slightly  less  favorable  than  at  the 
Beginning  of  the  month.    Poland  also  reports  deterioration  of  the  crop 
due  oo  heat  and  drought.    Conditions  in  the  Baltic  and  Danubian  countries 
continue  very  good.    Reports  received  from  Morocco  state  that  the  yield 
is  not^reachmg  earlier  expectations.    This  information  was  received  after 
the  material  on  pages  910  and  911  was  prepared  for  publication. 

FORE  I  GIT  PORK  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

^    The  British  cured  pork  market  was  somewhat  stronger  during  the  week 
ended  June  25,  according  to  cabled  information  cabled  by  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Foley  at  London.    Averages  of  Liverpool  Quotations  showed  Amer- 
ican green  Dellies  steady  at  recent  levels,  but  American  short  cut  green 
hams,  at  322.48  per  IOC  pounds,  were  higher  than  at  any  time  since  last 
Feoruary.    Danish  Wiltshire*  sides-  also  moved  up  to  reach  $22.59.  Lard, 
however,  reached  a  new  low  at  $10.97.     In  Germany,  the  pork  market  con- 
tinues weak,  with  receipts  light  for'  the  week,  and  the  Berlin  average  -orice 
oi  heavy  hogs  down  to  $12.19,  according  to  cabled  reports  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Steere.    The  figure  is  about  $5.00  under  last  year's  levels. 
Lara  at  Hamburg  also  made  a  new  low  at  $11.23,  down  $2.63  from  a  year  a^o.

EUROPEAN  BUTTER  MARKETS  FIRMER 

Further  slight  but  general  advances  on  the  principal  European  butter 
markets  are  reported  for  the  week  ended  June  26.    Copenhagen  advanced  from 
the  equivalent  of  28.2  to  29.2  cents  per  pound,  while  London  quotations  av- 
eraged -bout  a  cent  higher  on  all  descriptions.    London  prices  ranged  on 
June  26,  ^330  from  28  cents  to  32  cents  against  a  range  on  June  27,  1929  of 
from  34  to]  38  cents.    With  92  score  in  New  York  unchanged  at  33  cents 
against  43.5  cents  a  year  ago,  the  prevailing  Copenhagen  -  New  York  margin 
is  less  than  4  cents  a  pound.    The  narrower  margin  at  this  time  than  a  year 
ago  when  it  stood  at  8  cents  is  owing  to  relatively  low  domestic  prices  now 
prevailing.    Shipments  afloat  from  Southern  Hemisphere  sources  as  of  June  21 
amounted  to  12,992,000  pounds.    For  detailed  figures,  see  page  955. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Wheat  acreage  for  1930 

The  1930  wheat  acreage  as  reported  by  20  countries  remains  at 
137,359,000  acres,  1.4  per  cent  below  the  139,254,000  acres  in  the  same 
countries  in  1929.     See  table,  page  948.    The  acreage  sown  to  spring  crops 
in  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  is  now  reported  to  have  exceeded  tho  1929  spring 
acreage  although  decreases  are  noted  in  tho  eastern  and  in  some  of  the 
consuming  regions,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin. 
The  total  acreage  sown  up  to  June  15  is  placed  at  207,300,000  acres,  of 
which  57,600,000  acres  were  sown  to  wheat  and  60,500,000  acres  to  barley 
and  oats.    Recent  rains  in  North  Caucasus  and  Ukraine  were  favorable  to 
the  crops.    The  condition  of  the  grain  crops  on  June  20  appeared  to  be 
satisfactory  in  North  Caucasus,  Ukraine  and  Siberia  and  in  most  cases  was 
reported  as  average  to  above  average.    The  grain  harvest  has  commenced 
in  the  southern  regions.    The  weather  was  warm  and  clear  in  the  regions 
south  of  Moscow  during  the  week  ended  June  26  but  was  cool  with  some 
rains  in  the  northern  region. 

Foreign  growing  conditions 

Canada 

Heavy  rains  during  the  past  week  improved  the  condition  of  the  wheat 
crop  in  the  northern  and  eastern  districts  of  Saskatchewan,  but  rains  are 
needed  badly  in  other  parts  of  the  province,  according  to  a  telegram  from 
the  .Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.    Little  additional  damage  from  soil 
drifting  has  been  reported.     In  Manitoba,  conditions  continue  favorable  with 
warm  weather  and  showers.    Heavy  rains  also  improved  conditions  in  the 
central,  northern  and  western  districts  of  Alberta,  but  rain  is  needed  in 
the  south.    The  Peace  River  Valley  reports  ample  moisture. 

Europe 

The  temperature  in  most  European  countries  continued  abnormally 
high  during  the  early  part  of  the  current  week,  followed  by  somewhat  cooler 
weather,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    France,  western  and  southern  Germany,  and  the 
Balkans  had  scattered  heavy  thundershowers  but  the  weather  was  mostly  clear 
in  other  parts  of  the  continent.    Reports  on  the  condition  of  the  grain 
crops  continue  about  the  same.    The  continued  drought  and  high  temperatures 
may  affect  tho  yield  somewhat  in  Germany,  especially  in  the  light  soil 
regions.    The  condition  of  the  winter  wheat  crop  in  Czechoslovakia  as  of 
June  1  was  109  per  cent  of  the  average  condition  as  of  that  date  during  the 
years  1923-1929  as  compared  with  103  per  cent  last  year.    The  condition  of 
spring  wheat  was  106  per  cent  of  average  on  both  Juno  1,  1929  and  1930. 
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A  private  estimate  places  the  wheat  crop  in  Yugoslavia  at  70,000,000 
"bushels,  a  reduction  of  more  than  25  per  cent  from  the  1929  crop.  Assistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson,  who  is  now  in' the  Balkan  countries,  oe- 
lieves  the  estimate  to  "be  too  low  hut  expects  the  outturn  to  be  "below  the 
95,000,000  bushels  harvested  last  year.    The  Rumanian  official  estimate  of 
124,000,000  bushels  appears  reasonable  to  Mr.  Dawson.    Heavy  rains  during 
June  did  considerable  damage  to  the  wheat  crop  in  Greece.    The  condition  of 
the  winter  wheat  and  rye  crops  in  Netherlands  on  June  16  was  above  average 
and  somewhat  better  than  a  year  ago. 

Argentina 

The  weather  continued  warm  and  dry  in  the  grain  regions  of  Argentina 
during  the  week  ended  June  23,  according  to  reports  received  by  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau.    The  mean  temperature  for  the  northern  zone  was  57°, 
or  7°  above  normal,  and  for  the  south  50°,  or  4°  above  normal.    No  rain  was 
reported  in  the  north  and  only-  0.1  inch  in  the  south. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from 
July  1,  1929  to  June  21,  1930  were  146,994,000  bushels  against  160,252,000 
bushels  during  the  same  period  of  1923-29.    Exports  during  the  week  ended 
June  21  were  2,305,000  bushels  against  2,214,000  bushels  the  previous  week 
and  1,243,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  June  22,  1929. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  June  20,  1930  were  98,471,000  bushels  against  103,862,000  bushels  on 
June  12  and  75,953,000  bushels  on  June  21,  1929.    Receipts  at  Fort  William 
and  Port  Arthur  during  the  week  ended  June  20  were  5,775,000  bushels  and 
shipments  were  4,095,000  bushels.    Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  784,000  bush- 
els and  shipments  were  636,000  bushels. 

European  market  conditions 

Transactions  were  limited  on  the  European  grain  markets  during  the 
week  and  although  larger  than  the  previous  week,  business  is  apparently  on 
a  hand-to-mouth  basis,  Mr.  Stoere  reports.    Prices  were  weak  excepting  on 
the  French  markets.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  was  $1.90 
per  bushel  on  June  25  against  $1.99  on  June  4.    No  prices  were  quoted  on 
June  11  or  18.    The  price  of  domestic  rye  was  $1.06  per  bushel,  the  same  as 
on  June  18.

During  the  week  ended  June  26  there  was  a  sharp  decline  in  wheat 
prices-    Prices  reached  the  lowest  levels  which  have  been  recorded  since 
1914,  July  futures  at  Chicago  having  declined  to  a  low  of  87.75  cents  per 
bushel  on  the  25th.    Closing  prices  of  July  futures  June  26  were  4  to  6 
cents  lower  than  a  week  earlier, . the  Chicago  close  being  91  cents  compared 
with  97  cents  per  bushel  the  previous  week,  Kansas  City  85  cents  compared 
with  89  cents  per  bushel  the  preceding  week,  and  Minneapolis  92  cents  con- 
pared  with  96  cents  per  bushel.     In  foreign  markets  similar  declines  were 
recorded,  July  futures  closing  at.  Winnipeg  at  97  cents  against  102  cents 
per  bushel  the  previous  week,  at  Liverpool  102  cents  against  109  cents 
per  bushel  a  week  earlier,  and  at  Buenos  Aires  94  cents  compared  with  99 
cents  per  bushel  the  previous  week.     In  United  States  markets  July  futures 
were  approximately  20  cents  per  bushel  lower  than  a  year  ago.  Liverpool 
was  about  16  cents  per  bushel  lower,  while  "Winnipeg  was  about  26  cents  and 
Buenos  Aires  only  6  cents  below  the  levels  of  a  year  earlier.    Cash  prices 
in  United  States  markets  for  the  week  ended  June  20  averaged  lower  than 
the  previous  week  by  about  8  cents  per  bushel,  all  classes  and  grades  at 
six  markets  being  92  cents  compared  with  100  cents  per  bushel  the  previous 
week.    ITo.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  and  ITo.  1  dark  northern  spring  at 
Minneapolis  both  declined  8  cents  per  bushel  to  90  and  102  cents  respectively, 
llo.  2  amber  durum  at  Minneapolis  and  ITo.  2  red  winter  at  St,  Louis  both  de- 
clined 7  cents  per  bushel  to  88  and  101  cents  per  bushel  respectively. 

Rye  area  and  condition,  1930 

The  193Q  rye  acreage  as  reported  by  11  European  countries  remains  at 
25,062,000  acres,  an  increase  of  1.3  per  cent  over  the  24,748,000  acres  in 
the  sane  countries  in  1929.     See  table,  page  948.    The  Juno  1  condition  of 
the  winter  rye  crop  in  .Czechoslovakia  was  115  per  cent  of  the  1923-1929 
average  against  103  per  cent  a  year  earlier. 

FEED  GRAINS 
3-°.rley 

The  condition  of  winter  barley  in  Czechoslovakia  as  of  June  1  was 
100  per  cent  of  the  1923-1929  average,  compared  with  109  per  cent  on  June  1 
last  year  and  100  per  cent  in  1928.    The  1930  area  sown  to  barley  in  13 
countries  so  far  reported,  which  in  1929  planted  more  than  44  per  cent  of 
the  northern  Hemisphere  total  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to 
31,849,000  acres,  about  the  sane  as  was  shown  by  those  countries  last  year. 
The  8  European  countries  show  a  net  increase  of  0.7  per  cent  over -the  acre- 
age of  1929.     See  barley  acreage  table,  page  950.    For  summary  table  showing 
the  1929  barley  production  for  the  43  countries  reported,  see  page  949. 
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Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
97., 681,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  16.8  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during 
the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    Barley  exports  from  the  United 
States  during  the  week  ended  June  21  were  larger  than  the  total  for  the 
three  preceding  weeks,  though  they  still  remained  small.    Barley  prices 
during  that  week  declined  somewhat.    No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  dropped 
4  cents  to  48  cents  per  bushel,  11  cents  below  the  price  for  the  corre- 
sponding week  last  year,  and  the  lowest  price  for  several  years.  See 
tables  showing  barley  trade  and  prices,-  pages  952  and  953.    Peed  barley 
in  western  Europe  was  slightly  duller  during  the  early  part  of  June. 
Prices  were  unchanged  for  Polish  and  German,  but  lower  fo£  Danubian  and 
Russian  barley.    Russia    is  also  reported  to  be  in  the  market  with  barley 
for  fall  delivery  at  low  prices. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  June  20  stood  at  18,999,000  bushels  against  only  6,839,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  2,806,000  bushels  in  1928.  Receipt 
of  barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver,  August  1,  1929  - 
June  20,  1930  amounted  to  16,162,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the 
same  period  totaled  6,258,000  bushels. 

Oats 

The  condition  of  oats  in  Czechoslovakia  as  of  June  1  was  103  per 
cent  of  the  1923-1929  average  compared  with  100  per  cent  on  June  1  last 
year  and  97  per  cent  in  1928.     The  1930  area  sown  to  oats  in  11  countries 
so  far  reported,  which  in  1929  accounted  for  nearly  56  per  cent  of  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  total  exclusive  "of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to 
56,655,000  acres,  an  increase  of  1.4  per  cent  over  that  sown  by  the  same 
countries  last  year.    The  6  European  countries  reported,  however,  show  a 
decrease  of  1.3  per  cent  from  the  acreage  of  1929.     See  oats  acreage 
table,  page  950.    For  summary  table  showing  the  1929  oats  production  for 
the  40  countries  reported,  see  page  951. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to 
32,452,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  41.1  per  cunt  from  the  shipments  during 
the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    There  v;ere  no  exports  of  oats 
from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  June  21,  while  prices  de- 
clined somewhat.    No.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  dropped  3  cents  to  36  cents 
per  bushel,  9  cents  below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year, 
and  the  lowest  price  for  several  years.    See  tables  showing  oats  trade 
and  prices,  pages  952  and  953. 
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Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  June  20  stood  at  6,626,000  "bushels  compared  with  12,356,000 
"bushels  on  the  same  date  lafct  year  and  5,797,000  "bushels  in  1928.  Receipts 
of  oats  at  Fort  William,  Pert  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  Prince  Rupert,  August 
1,  1929  -  June  20,  1930  totaled  5,015,000  bushels,  while  shipments  daring 
the  sane  period  amounted  to  9,897,000  "bushels. 

Corn 

The  1930  area  sown  to  corn  in  the  2  European  countries  so  far  re- 
ported, Czechoslovakia  and  Bulgaria,  amounts  to  2,002,000  acres,  a  decrease 
of  11.5  per  cent  from  that  of  those  countries  last  ^.ear.     See  corn  acreage 
table,  page  950.    For  sumnary  table  showing  the  1929  corn  production  for 
the  26  countries  reported,  see  page  951. 

Exports  of  corn  ffom  the  United  States,   the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  Novamber  1  to  the  latest 
dates  available  amount  to  127, 941,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  20.5  per  cent 
from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.  United 
States  corn  exports  decreased  during  the  week  ended  June  pi,  while  Argen- 
tine exports  increased  considerably  with  the  return  of  more  favorable  wea- 
ther for  shipping.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  952, 

United  States  prices  for  cor;',  as  well  as  for  the  other  feed  grains, 
declined  during  the  reek  ended.  June  20.    No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  and 
July  futures  dropped  5  cents  to  76  cents,  which  was  16  cents  below  the 
price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year,    Buenos  Aires  quotations  on 
corn  for  June  and  July  delivery  declined  4  cents  to  55  and  54  cents,  re- 
spectively, compared  with  July  and  August  prices  of  81  enl  32  cents  last 
year.    The  spread  between  the  July  futures  of  United  States  and  of  Argen- 
tine corn  was  22  cents  compared  with  23  cents  for  the  preceding  week  and 
11  cents  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  table  showing  corn 
prices,  page  953. 


SUGAR  BEETS 

The  acreage  sown  to  sugar  beets  in  England  during  the  current  year 
is  officially  'estimated  at  320,000  acres  as  compared  with  230,000  acres 
harvested  in  1929,  according  to  a  report  from  Trade  Commissioner  James 
Spmervillg,  Jr..,  at  London.     On  the  basis  of  yield  of  beets  and  sugar  out- 
turn in  past  seasons,  it  is  estimated  that  the  sugar  produced  from  this 
acreage  will  be  sufficient  to  supply  about  13  per  cent  of  domestic  require- 
ments, according  to  the  Trade  Commissioner.     Six  years  ago  only  about  1  per 
cent  of  the  total  sugar  consumed  in  England  was  of  domestic  origin. 
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The  British  "beet  sugar  industry  has  developed  rapidly  since  the 
subsidy  went  into  effect  in  1924.     The  number  of  growers  of  sugar  beets 
increased  from  25,860  in  1928  to  32,000  in  1929.     With  the  growing  ap- 
preciation of  the  value  of  to  is  and  crowns  as  feeding-stuff  for  livestock, 
the  sugar  beet  has  become,  definitely  established  in  the  crop  rotation  in 
many  districts.     The  standard  of  cultivation  is  likewise  improving.  There 
is  a  considerable  demand  for  dried  pulp  for  s t oc.'.;:  feeding  purposes.  The 
total  production  of  dried  pulp  feed     in  1929  reached  led, 722  short  ton::.,  of 
which  6  per  cent  was  exported.    About  21,097  short  tons  wet  pulp  were  pro- 
duced in  1929. 


■  TOBACCO 

Reports  on  the  progress  of  tobacco  planting  in  U.  S.  S.  R.  are 
highly  unfavorable,  according  to  "Economic  Life"  of  June  6,  1930.  At 
the  same  time  the  Russian  market  is  suffering  from  a  short  afe.*r  of 
cigarettes  and  other  tobacco  products.    For  a  previous  statement  on  the 
Russian  tobacco  situation,  see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  Vol.  20,  BTo.

FRUIT,     VEGETABLES    A  IT  D  HUTS 


3JEW  PORTO  RICA1T  FRUIT  EXPERIMENTAL  CUB  STAT  I OU:    A  law  creating  a 
Fruit  Experimental  Substation  was  approved  by  the  Legislature  of  Porto  Rico 
on  June  12,  1930,  and  steps  are  being  taken  for  the  prompt  establishment  of 
the  station,  according  to  I.  L.  Torres,  Director  of  Agricultural  Develop- 
ment of  Porto  Rico.     The  fruit  industry  of  Porto  Rico  is  rapidly  coning  to 
the  front,  already  occupying  third  "olacc  among  the  export  crops  and  with 
large  potentialities  for  the  future.     During  the  past  yonr  more  grapefruit 
trees  were  planted  than  during  the  5  preceding  years.     If  the  industry  con- 
tinues at  its  present  rate  of  advance,  and  if  the  projects  for  trie  exploita- 
tion of  the  "wild"  orange  of  the  coffee  section  are  successful,  exports  of 
fresh  and  canned  fruits  shorld  amount  to  as  much  as  15  per  cent  of  the  total 
export  value  within  a  few  years,  provided  the  industry  receives  no  serious 
■"•check  by  insect  pests  or  diseases,  which  are  at  present  unknown  on  the 
island. 
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GOOD  PHONE  PROSPECTS  IN  FRANCE:    There  is  every  indication  at  the 
present  time  that  a  comparatively  large  crop  of  prunes  will  he  produced  in 
Prance  this  year-,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  llielsen  at  Mar- 
seille, quoting  Consul  Memminger  at  Bordeaux.    The  set  was  heavy  and  al- 
though weather  conditions  recently  have  hot  "been  regarded  as  entirely  fav- 
orable, the  fruit  is  apparently  developing  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner. 
It  is  the  general  opinion  that  the  yield  will  approximate  16,500  short  tons 
(dried).     This  may  "be  compared  with  4,100  tons  last  year  and  a  ten-year 
average  yield  of  5,500  tons.    A  crop  of  20,500  tons  was  produced  in  1923, 
which  is  the  largest  in  recent  years.     It  is  reported  that  American  firms 
are  quoting  very  low  prices  to  European  buyers  on  account  of  the  favorable 
outlook  in  California.     This,  together  with  the  fact  that  much  of  the  dry- 
ing equipment  of  French  prune  growers  is  in  poor  shape  and  in  need  of  re- 
pair, due  to  very  light  crops  the  past  six  years,  may  resialt  in  a  smaller 
tonnage  "being  dried  than  now  indicated.    However,  it  must  "be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  tonnage  on  the  trees  is  larje  and  should  market  conditions  at  all 
warrant  it,  the  dried  crop  might  exceed  slightly  the  present  estimate. 

h  FAVORABLE  OUTLOOK  FOR  GREEK  CURRANTS:      Indications  are  for  a  good 

crop  of  Greek  currants  this  year,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille.    The  American  Consul  at  Patras  reports 
to/"ielsen  that  the  crop  is  estimated  st  155,000  short  tons.    Present  prices 
on  new  crop  currants  for  September  -  October  delivery  arc  30  per  cent  under 
a  year  ago.    England  lias  shown  considerable  interest  in  Greek  currants 
owing  to  the  inferior  quality  and  higher  prices  asked  for  new  crop  Austra- 
lian currants. 


SHIPMENTS  OF  VEGETABLES  TO  TEE  UNITED  STATES:      Shipments  of  winter 
vegetables  from  the  Mexican  West  Coast,  Cuba  and  Bermuda  to  the  United 
States  for  the  1929-30  season  are  now  practically  at  an  end.     Total  ship- 
ments from  November  1,  1929  to  the  end  of  May  amounted  to  199,840,000  pounds 
compared  with  153,121,000  pounds  in  1928-29.    This  constituted    a  record 
since  the  development  of  the  winter  vegetahle  trade  between  the  United 
States  and  nearby  foreign  producing  area.s.    Tomatoes  constituted  67  per  cent 
of  the  total  shipments.     The  Mexican  West  Coa.st  is  the. most  important  shipper 
a  total  of  152,273,000  pounds  of  vegetables  having  been  shipped  from  that 
area  to  the  American  market  during  1929-30    compared  with  104,384,000  pounds 
in  1923-29.    Of  that  amount,  tomatoes  made  up  75  per  cent  during. both  sea- 
sons.    Green  peas  constituted  most  of  the  balance  from  Mexico.     Cuba  was  the 
next  most  important  shipper,  the  total  for  the  season  having  amounted  to 
40,3210000  pounds  compared  with  37,550,000  pounds  in  1923-29.    Tomatoes  con- 
stituted 47  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1929-30.    Eggplant,  peppsrs,  lima  beans, 
cucumbers  and  potatoes  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  remaining  Cuban  shipments. 
Shipments  from  Bermuda  during  1929-30  amounted  to  7,132,000  pounds  compared 
with  11,337,000  pounds  in  1923-29,  the  decline  being  the  result  largely  of 
reduced  shipments  of  celery,  potatoes,  kale  and  carrots.     Still  further 
shipments  from  Bermuda,  however,  may  reduce  this  difference  so^-ewhat • 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

In  last  week's  issue  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  there  were  pre- 
sented details  covering  the  world-  supply  •  situation  in  vegetable  oils  and 
oilseeds,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  relation  of  such  products  to  com- 
petitive agriculture  in  the  United  States.     In  brief,  that  material  indicated 
a  condition  of  liberal  supplies  available  at  relatively  low  prices,  factors 
which  tend  to  accentuate  competition  with  such  domestic  agricultural  products 
as  butter  and  lard.     In  this  issue,   some  space  is  devoted  to  pointing  out  the 
continued  expansion  of  the  volume  of  butter  substitutes  produced  and  used  in 
Europe,  followed  by  a  discussion  of  the  world  trade  in  the  raw  materials  and 
oils  which  influence  the  markets  for  butter  and  lard.     Some  attention  is 
given  also  to  the  status  of  the  European  industries  engaged  in  extracting 
vegetable  oils  from  the  raw  materials. 

Butter  vs.  margarine  "Production  in  Europe 

In  Europe  as  a  whole,  the  production  of  margarine  now  exceeds  that  of 
commercial  butter.    According  to  the  most  reliable  data  obtainable,  it  is 
apparent  that  the  production  was  about  evenly  balanced  as  recently  as  1924, 
but  that  margarine  production  has  shown  comparatively  greater  increases  dur- 
ing more  recent  years.     If  to  the  European  butter  output  is  added  the  quan- 
tity regularly  imported  from  the  Southern  Hemisphere  and    Russia,  the  total 
butter  supply  of  Europe  thus  roughly  calculated  would  now  approximately 
equal  the  European  production  and  consumption  of  margarine  ■    On  the  same 
basis  of  comparison,  the  to-tal  butter  supply  in  1924  still  exceeded  the 
margarine  supply,  though  not  greatly.     The  tendency  indicated  by  these  rough, 
estimates  is  conf inrse'd  by  many  official  figures  of  consumption  of  butter  and 
margarine  in  particular  European  countries.     In  the  Scandinavian  countries 
and  the  butter  export!  ig  countries  of  Europe  generally,  consumption  of  mar- 
garine now  greatly  exceeds  that  of  butter,  while  even  in  Germany  and  Great 
Britain  the  quantities  consumed  are  approaching  equality.

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Margarine  production  in  Europe  is  widely  distributed,  a-tfefeough  pro- 
duced under  Increasingly  centralized. control.    Accordingly,  inmost  coun- 
tries production  and  consumption  tend  to  balance  closely.    Although  itself 
localized,  the  European  raarg&rine  industry  is  affecting  international  butter 
trade  in  both  surplus  and  deficit  areas.     In  countries  typified  by  Denmark 
which  export  butter  only. of  the  highest  quality,  the  home  consumption  of 
margarine  makes  possible  an  increased  surplus  of  butter  for  export.  In 
Germany,  on  the  other  hand,  the  domestic  margarine  industry,  protected  from 
foreign  competition  and  providing  practically  all  of  the  supply  for  that 
country,  tends  to  limit  butter  importation  although  not  in  any  measurable 
ratio  to  the  amount  of  margarine  produced.    The  by-products  of  margarine 
manufacture  in  the  form  of  oil-cake  and  nil-meal  derived  from  the  imported 
oil-bearing  materials  are,  in  turn,  utilized  throughout  Europe  as  an  im- 
portant concentrated  feed  supply  for  dairy  cows  and  other  livestock.  In 
Belgium,  for  instance,  the  oil  is  regarded  as  the  by-product,  and  the  rich 
meal  the  main  product. 

International  trade 

There  was  a  continued  expansion  during  1929  in  the  trade  in  oleag- 
inous raw  materials  and  in  vegetable  fats  and  oils  in  all  of  the  important 
vegetable  oil  crushing  countries,  except  in  the  Netherlands.     Imports  into 
the  United  States  and  Germany  show  the  greatest  increase  although  imports 
into  the  United  Kingdom  and  France  also  show  material  gains.    As  far  as 
the  export  trade  in  vegetable  fats  end  oils  and  their  raw  materials  for  the 
above  mentioned  countries  is  concerned  the  statistics  show  a  material  in- 
crease in  the  case  of  Germany,  a  slight  increase  in  the  case  of  Erance,  but 
a  decline  in  the  exports  from  the  UnitedStates ,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
Netherlands.    The  main  difficulty  that  the  European  vegetable  oils.  and. fats 
industry  had  to  contend  with  during  1929  was  the  stagnancy  in  the  feed- 
stuffs  market.    As  aVesult  of  heavy  grain  crops  in  important  producing 
countries,  oil  cake  and  meal  have  been  practically  unsalable  in  a  number  of 
usually  important  European  oil  cake  and  meal  consuming  countries.     This  has 
not  only  resulted  in  a  declining  price  for  oil  cake  and  meal  but  it  has 
reacted  unfavorably  qn  the  prices  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  in  general. 

Urited  Spates 

[Dotal  imports  of  vegetable  oils  and  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  con- 
verted to  their  oil  equivalents  into  the  United  States  during  1929  amounted 
to  1,055,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  806,000  short  tons  in  1923.  Both 
the  imports  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  for  the  crushing  industries  and 
actual  imports  of  veeatable  oils  show  material  increases  during  J929.  In 
the  raw  materials  the  increases  took  place  mainly  in  flaxseed,  copra  and 
castor  beans.     In  the  oil  imports  the  increases  took  place  mainly  in  coco- 
nut and  palm  oils,  although  imports  of  perilla,  palm  kernel,  sesame,  tung, 
and  linseed  oils  all  show  ma.terial  advances.    Total  vegetable  oil  exports, 
however,  were  below  those  of  1923  to  the  extent  of  13.4  per  cent,  due  al- 
most entirely  to  decreased  exports  of  cottonseed  oil. 
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The  United  States  import  trade  in  fats  and  oils  is  almost  com-, 
pletely  dominated  "by  products  of  vegetable  origin*,     Thus  in  1929  the 
and  oils  of  a  vegetable  origin  constituted  92.^-  per  cent  of  our  total  im- 
ports.   In  the  export  trade,  however,  the  animal  fats  and  oils  are  by  far 
the  more  important,  having  eo?istituted  90»1  Per  cent  of  the  to4al  in  1925* 
Lard  represents  more  than  80  per  cent  of  our  export  shipments  of  animal 
fats-~ancUoils.    See  tables  on  pages        to  93^  of  this  •  ism^e*. 

Great  Britain 

In  general  the  activity  in  the  British  vegetable  oil-crashing'  in- 
dustry during  1929  showed  little  change  from  that  of  1928.     Total  imports 
of  oil  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  amounted  to  1,732,000  short  tons  as  com- 
pared with  1,7^2,000  short  tons  in  1928.  There  were  heavy  decreases  in 
the  imports  of  flaxseed,  unshelled  peanuts,  and  palm  kernels,  but  these 
were  offset  by  increases  in  the  imports  of  shelled  peanuts,  copra  and 
soy  beans.     The  oil  equivalent  of  the  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  imported 
into  Great  Britain  during  192°  amounted  to  USl,000  short  tons  of  oil  as 
compared  with  ^72,000  short  tons  in  1928.    In  addition  to  these  imports 
of  oleaginous  raw  materials  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  amounted 
to  350,_000  short  tons  as  compared  with  315,000  short  tons  in  1928,  making  . 
a  total  "vegetable  oil  supply  for  the  year  of  831,000  short  tons  as  com- 
pared with  787,000  short  tons  in  1928. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1929  the  British  vegetable  oil  crushing 
industry  was  considerably  depressed  due  to  the  prevailing  low  prices  for 
many  of  its  products  and  to  the  competition  offered  by  the  Continental 
crushers.     Importers  in  many  instances  were  compelled  to  take  deliveries 
of  raw  materials  purchased  at  higher  prices  involving  heavy  losses  in  crush- 
ing. Moreover,  the  trade  in  oil  seed  cake  and  meal  was  very  disappointing^ 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  due  to  the  relatively  low  price  of  grain. 
Half  of  the  world's  supplies  of  oilseeds  are  grown  within  the  British  Em- 
pire, especially  in  India,  Egypt,  Nigeria,  Ceylon,  Malaya,  Burma,  Kenya, 
South  Africa,  and  Australia.    Attention  is  now  being  paid  throughout  the 
Empire  not  only  to  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  raw  materials  but  also 
to  the  possibility  of  eventually  making  the  B.ritish  vegetable  oil  crushing 
industry  entirely  independent  of  supplies  from  outside  of  the  Empire..  An 
Imperial  chain  of  agricultural  research  and  experimental  stations  is  being 
maintained  to  work  in  this  direction. 

The  steady  upward  trend  noted  in  the  British  imports  of  animal  fats 
and  oils  since  the  war  continued  during  1929  when  the  total  of  such  prod- 
ucts imported  amounted  to  687,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  66l,000 
short  tons  in  1928.    Butter  from  Denmark,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and> Ar- 
gentina and  lard  from  the  United  States  constitute  the  bulk  of  the  anir.al 
fats  and  oils  imported  into  the  British  market.     Of  the  four  European  coun- 
tries for  which  data  are  presented  herein.     Great  Britain  comes  the  nearest

to  having  almost  as  large  an  import  trade  in  animal  fats  and  oils  as  in 
the  vegetable  fats  and  oils,  with  the  products  of  a  vegetable  origin 
slightly  i n  the  load.    For  detailed  statistics  on  the  British  trade  in 
fats  and  oils,  see  tables  on  pages  931  and  932. 

Germany, 

The  importation  and  manufacture  of  oleaginous  products  is  a  large 
and  important  business  in  Germany.    Imports  of  vegetable  oils  and  of  raw  { 
materials  converted  to  their  oil  equivalents  amounted  to  1,026,000  short 
tons  in  1929  as  compared  v/ith  956,000  short  tons  in  1928.    Because  of  the 
importance  of  the  /German  vegetable  oil  industry  the  bulk  of  the  German 
imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  are  in  the  form  of  seeds,  nuts  and 
kernels.     Such  imports  in  1929  amounted  to  2,836,000  short  tons  as  com- 
pared with  2,721,000  short  tons  in  1923.    Material  decreases  in  the  im- 
ports of  flaxseed  and  rapesecd  were  more  than  offset  by  the  large  in- 
creases in  the  imports  of  soy  beans,  peanuts  and  copra. 

There  is  a  constantly  growing  export  trade  in  vegetable  oils  from 
Germany..  Exports  in  1929  amounted  to  the  record  figure  of  237,000  short 
tons  of  oil  as  compared  with  183,000  short  tons  in  1928.     Peanut  oil, 
.    soy-bean  oil,  palm  kernel  oil,  and  coconut  oil  constituted  the  bulk  of 
the  exports.     The  Netherlands,  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  in 
1929  took  most  of  the  peanut  oil;  the  Netherlands,  Danzig  and  the  United 
States  most  of  the  soy-bean  oil;  the  United  States,  Great  Britain  and 
Poland  most  of  the  palm  kernel  oil,  and  Great  Britain,  Poland  and  Czecho- 
slovakia most  of  the  coconut  oil  exports. 

German  industries  whose  activities  have  contri  bited  substantially 
to  the  growing  importance  of  the  vegetable  oil  crushing  industry  in  that 
country  are  the  oleomargarine,  soap,  linoleum,  dyeing  and  varnish  making 
industries.    Most  of  t' e  vegetable  oil  plants  are  located  in  northern 
Germany,  especially  in  Hamburg,  Bremen  and  Stettin.    Factors  that  have 
had  a  somewhat  depressing  effect  on  the  German  vegetable  oil  industry  in 
1929  were  the  abundant  supplies  of  grain  available  for  feedstuff s.  Grain 
prices  were  so  low  that  livestock  producers  found  it  cheaper  to  feed 
grain  than  oil  cake  and  meal . 

The  steady  upward  trend  in  the  German  imports  of  animal  fats  and 
oils  since  the  war  was  continued  during  1929  when  a  total  of  437,000  short 
tons  of  such  products  were  imported,  as  compared  with  404,000  short  tons 
in  1928.    Lard  and  butter  constitute  two  of  the  most  important  products  in 
this  group,  the  lard  coming  mainly  from  the  United  States  and  the  butter 
mainly  from  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands.    The  German  exports  of  animal 
fats  and  oils  are  relatively  insignificant.    For  detailed  statistics  on

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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS,  CONT'D 

France 

Increased  activity  in  the  French  vegetable  oil  crushing  industry 
during  1929  is  evidenced  by  an  increase  in  the  imports  of  seeds,  nuts  and 
kernels  and  an  increase  in  the  exports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils.  The 
imports  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  in  1929  amounted  to  1,306,000  short  tons 
as  compared  with  1,231,000  short  tons  in  1928.     In  addition,  France  imported 
75,000  short  tons  of  vegetable  oils  as  compared  with  78,000  short  tons  in 
1928.     This  represented  a  total  potential  vegetable  oil  supply  in  1929  •  of 
583,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  557,000  short  tons,  in  1928.  Peanuts, 
linseed  and  copra  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  French  imports  of  oleaginous  raw 
materials.     Imports  of  all  three  of  these  products  were  greater  in  1929  than 
in  1928.     The  French  imports  of  animal  fats  and  oils  in  1929  amounted  to 
only  58,000  short  tons  as  against  64,000  short  tons  in  1928.     In  general  it 
can  be  said  that  the  French  trade  figures  ori  all  fats  and  oils  show  a  tend- 
ency toward'  an  increasing  percentage  in  the  imports  of  the  animal  fats  and  , 
oils.     For  detailed  statistics  on  the  French  foreign  trade  in  fats  and  "oils, 
see  tables  on  pages  935  ana  936. 

The  Netherlands 

The  Netherlands  imports  of  oleaginous  raw  materials  during  1929 
amounted  to  779,000  short  tons  as  compared ' with  772,000  short  tons  during 
1928-     Converted  to  their  oil  equivalents,  these  raw  materials  represent 
297,000  short  tons  of  oil  in  1929  as  compared  with  practically  the  same 
amount  in  1928.    Adding  to  these  figures  the  imports  of  vegetable  oils  and 
fats,  amounting  to  108,000  short  tons  in  1929,  as  against  116,000  short 
tons  in  1928,  it  can  be  seen  that  the  total  supply  of  vegetable  oils  and 
fats  imported  into  the  Netherlands  in  1929  amounted  to  405,000  short  tons 
as  compared  with  413,000  short  tons  in  the  preceding  year.  The  decline  is 
the  result  mainly  of  reduced  imports  of  flaxseed.    The  outstanding  feature 
of  the  Netherlands  import  trade  in  animal  fats  and  oils  during  1929  was 
the  increase  in  the  -imports  of  fish  oils,  large  quantities  of  which  are 
used  in  the  margarine  and  soap  industries. 

The  Netherlands  is  th  most  important  European  cxporteer  of  vege- 
table fats  and  oils,     such  exoorts  in  1929  having  amounted  to  250,000  short 
tons  as  compared  .with  257,000  short  tons  in  1928.    Seduced' shipments  of  .  .  .. 
palm  kernel  and  of  soy-bean  oil  account  for  the 'decline.     Germany,  Grea.t 
Britain  and  Belgium  are  the  most  important  export  markets.     The  Nether- 
lands is  also  the  most  important  of  the  European  exporters  of  animal  fats 
and  oils,  such  exports  during  1929  having  amounted  to  231,000  short  tons  as 
compared  with  255,000  .short  tons  in  1928.     The  decline  was  due  mainly  to 
reduced  shipments-  of  lard,  margarine  and  butter  substitutes.     The  Nether- 
lands market  situation  for  vegetable  fats  and  oils  in  general  was  affected 
by  the  relatively  low  prices  paid  for  oil  cake  and  meal  during  1Q29.  The 
decline  in  grain  prices  during  the- last  half  of  1929  was  soon . followed  by 
a  decline  in  the  prices  of  oil  cako  and  meal  and  caused  a  serious  condi- 
tion not  only  in  the  trade  in  feed  concentrates  but  also  in  the  vegetable 
oil  crushing  industry  as  a  whole-     The  Dutch  vegetable  oil  industry  depends 
to  a  great  extent  for  its  prosperity  on  the  demand  for  the  oil  cake  and 
meal  on  the  "oart  of  the  cattle  industry.     See  tables,  pages  927  and  938.
